THE “ART 


T has long been the privilege of all free men to 
indulge in criticism, either of each other or each 
other’s works. Only when personal dictator- 

ship or the modern equivalent the absolutism of the 
state reigns, does the fresh air of criticism become 
contained within a wind-tunnel. 

It must be admitted, however, even in the so-called 
democratic freedoms of the West, that criticism 
of the arts has changed from the open candour 
and veracity of a Pausanias or the erudite frankness 
of a Dr. Johnson, to something which is less worthy 


and probably considerably more mercenary. 

Like all generalizations it is only a half-truth to 
postulate that public criticism originated in politics 
and literature, but the statement is not far from the 


mark and can stand for the moment. In politics, the 
orator formulated his criticism in the 
speech ; it became an oratorical demonstration in 
opposition. In literature the criticism was and is 
generally written ; an expansion of opinion, honest 
or otherwise, within the same medium as the work 
commented upon. To be a good literary criticism 
it must be well written and knowledgeable, a demon- 
stration of the greatness of literature, within itself. 

Nowadays critics have multiplied apace and we 
are beset and belaboured by those who think for us, 
or try to make us think they do, on almost every 
creative activity of man ; painting, sculpture, architec- 
ture, music, drama and the ballet, films, poetry and 
even dog-trials. The largest contributor and probably 
the worst offender in any of these spheres is the 
journalist-cum-critic, who, of course, must earn his 
living and produce his income tax like any other 
employed citizen. More often than not, however, 
his graduation to the ranks of criticism is by way of 
reporting .or by free-lance scribbling; it is often, 
therefore, through the art of writing and the literary 
approach that he presents his views (and often his 
ignorance) to the public upon some other art or 
creative activity which may attract him, or worse, to 


OF 


medium of 


CRITICISM 


which he is directed. In its current universality, 
this is a contemporary phenomenon and has grown 
up, unwittingly and almost unobserved, only within 
the present century, an epoch of unparalleled journal- 
istic enterprise and expansion of the printed word. 

To ask that critics should contribute their wisdom 
in the medium of the art upon which they comment, 
for example, that those who talk of painting should 
paint their critiques and those who comment on 
architecture should build (or at least draw or model) 
their wisdom, is perhaps too altruistic and sweeping 
in its implications. But that critics of the arts should 
be or have been (if they are old enough) artists, 
practitioners in the art they talk of, is this too much 
to ask? Again we would recall that the literary 
critic is one who writes and who contributes further 
to literature by his work ; also that the critic presumes 
to guide and to teach the public, but that no one should 
teach who has not learnt that which he teaches. 

If criticism is to be worthy of the paper and ink 
which is to be expended upon it, the critic must not 
be entirely an amateur practising in another medium 
and converting his thoughts into another language of 
expression. He must know and do, as well as write. 
And here we presume to criticize and in many 
instances, even condemn numbers of writers who 
would be critics of the arts and of architecture. 
There is, we would venture to suggest, too much 
of this uninformed, inexperienced stuff being printed 
and circulated and that herein lies much of the atrophy 
of twentieth century artistic creation and the domin- 
ance of fashion in place of creative and original 
thought. 

A new factor, but one which has yet to prove 
whether it is to become a hindrance or a help, 
is the more scientific approach of the art-historian. 
Dealing both with the written work and the prolific 
illustration this approach may recall the airy-fairy 
critic to the straight path of fact and objective analysis. 
This will be all to the good, but it must never be 
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thought that the art-historian is the new critic, nor 
must it be thought that the arts on their creative side 
are to be governed in all their ways by his findings. 
Art-history must, by its very nature, deal in what has 
already been done ; but in its commentaries upon the 
past, it may give to the artist-creator new tools and 
knowledge to help him to go forward the faster. 
On the other hand, for the artist-critic the new 
pseudo-science should be a god-send ; but only if 
the schooi of critics we have ourselves criticized 
can be persuaded to learn, in practice and experience, 
something of the arts upon which they presume to 
guide the public in appreciation.

ON ENTERTAINMENT 


The Danes are particularly hospitable. When they 
come to England they say they find us so, but they also 
find that we drink a lot. In Denmark they seem to drink 
a fair amount at parties but not in between. Their party 
food is irresistible in appearance and taste, but one is 
never allowed sufficient time between meals to work up 
an appetite, for somehow or other the Danes work in 
several more meals in the twenty-four hours than we do. 
Open sandwiches are the basis of the Danish lunch. These 
wonderful-looking creations may be made of virtually 
anything sitting on a leaf of lettuce with a dab of mayon- 
naise on top. Sometimes a raw egg is thrown in as well. 
The misleading thing about the sandwiches is that they 
look light and unfilling, but their smiling exteriors hide a 
foundation of rye bread, either white, black or medium. 
The result is that only supermen can manage more than 
three. At private parties the sandwiches are rather 
smailer and more manageable than in _ restaurants. 
Smoked salmon and smoked eel are specialities. Shrimps 
are almost the favourite sea food. Who peels them good- 
ness knows, but millions must be consumed every day 
in Copenhagen. Herring with dill is not de rigueur as it 
is in Sweden. Whereas in Sweden the danger to the 
visitor is that he will eat enormously of the Smérgasbord 
and be floored by the main dish which assuredly follows, 
in Denmark he may manage one substantial meal with- 
out trouble only to be floored by another which turns 
up at about the time that he thinks the party is going to 
end. We were entertained in several different flats and 
houses, once at a formal dinner party for twenty-four 
with speeches of welcome and thanks. Thanks from 
the principal guest—he who sits on his hostess’s left— 
and I found myself in that position. I had to make some 
hurried enquiries about this speech-making for in Sweden 
it is done after the soup. In Denmark the correct time 
is after the main dish. The only difficulty being to deter- 
mine which is the main dish. The host in each country 
welcomes the guests with the first glass of wine. It all 
sounds rather forbidding, but it was not so really. This 
particular party was held at a seaside house to the north 
of Halsingor, with the sea at the bottom of the garden and

a view of Sweden across the water. At the party there 
were several architects besides the hosts, Ib Martin Jen- 
sen and his wife Ulla Taafdrup. He is in partnership 
with Arkitékt Langkilde, the president of the Danish 
Association of Architects, and she is what is known in 
Denmark as a “kitchen architect.” The Martin Jensens 
very kindly lent us their Copenhagen house so that we 
were able to try out the many ingenious ideas in Ulla 
Taafdrup’s own kitchen. Among those present at the 
party were a Danish architect practising in Malaya and 
married to a Dutch woman—both had a high opinion of 
Sir Gerald Templar—a son of the Tuborg brewing 
family, and an engineer from the Ministry of works, 
among whose duties was the care and maintenance of the 
timber and stone breakwaters round the islands of Den- 
mark. 


On another occasion we were entertained in the tenants’ 
reception rooms of a collective house known as Hoje 
Goborg by the architect to the Dansk Almennyttigt Bolig- 
selskab, Leif Eriksen. You may remember that this 
housing society had an exhibition at the Building Centre, 
earlier this year. The reception rooms are very well- 
furnished rooms and are available free to tenants whose 
flats are too small for large parties. Leif Eriksen, in 
addition to his work for the D.A.B., has a private prac- 
tice, while Mrs. Eriksen runs her own kindergarten. I 
spent an afternoon going round the housing estate 
developed by the D.A.B. and was much impressed by the 
arrangements made for community services. In one 
scheme of small terrace houses an old farm had been 
skilfully adapted to serve as a suite of entertaining rooms 
and a nursery school. Adequate shops were provided on 
each estate, and although many of them were a long way 
out of Copenhagen, none had that “dormitory only” 
feeling so common in our housing development. This 
particular society has specialized in single-storey or storey- 
and-a-half terrace housing, and although some of these 
houses look perhaps a little dull when they are first put 
up, the very clever landscaping which goes with them 
quickly transforms the scene. In Denmark the land- 
scaping and planting is never left out. I was reminded 
of a recent visit to one of our new towns where behind 
some charming new houses there was a desert of up- 
turned clay. The authorities had, for economy reasons, 
declined to do anything about it, and the ground was 
to be handed to the tenants in that condition. Not even 
a boundary fence was to be provided. This in itself 
seemed to be no hardship, for all fences are unsightly, 
but I am told that in this country no one will start a 
garden until he has a fence to keep out other people’s 
children and dogs. In Denmark this problem does not 
seem to arise. A grass path serves as well as a fence as 
protection from children and such dogs as there are are 
properly controlled. Generally speaking, there are no 
garden fences, everything is managed in the planting. 

We saw much other new building; a great deal of it 
seemed to be the work of Arne Jacobsen. As you may 
know, he recently built some private houses by the sea at 
Klampenborg and occupies a corner one himself. The 
design of the houses is a greater break with tradition 
than most Danish domestic architecture and it is said 
that every week-end small groups of people can be seen 
looking at them; after a minute or two’s contemplation 
they sadly shake their heads and walk away. This is 
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said to be unpleasing to the architect sitting in full view 
of his living room window. 


CHAPEL BY CORB 

A newspaper report says that Le Corbusier is to re- 
build a war-damaged chapel in the Haute Saone depart- 
ment of France. It is to be made of concrete because the 
transport of stone to the rocky mountain-top site would 
have been too costly—the report does not say by what 
cheaper means the cement and aggregate are to arrive 
there. The chapel is to be shaped like an “ oriental 
slipper.” When completed the building will act as a 
large zolian harp, the music from which will be heard for 
many miles. That should be fun.

Mr. Macmillan, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has _in- 
formed the City Corporation of Lon- 
don that he does not intend to interfere 
with their approval of the plans for a 
proposed 14-storey office building on 
the site of Bucklersbury House be- 
tween Queen Victoria Street and 
Walbrook. Announcing this, the 
Ministry recalls the Minister’s assur- 
ance, given in the House of Commons 
on June 9, that he would consider the 
criticism that had been made, among 
others by the Royal Fine Art Commis- 
sion, that the building, as proposed, 
was too large for the site. It had also 
been suggested that the building would 
be too high in relation to St. Paul’s 
Cathedral and the city skyline. Ina 
letter to the Corporation, Mr. Mac- 
millan has stated that he finds that the 
building in relation to its site does not 
conflict with the density proposals 
suggested by the corporation’s eminent 
consultants, Dr. C. H. Holden and 
Professor Sir William Holford, in their 
plan for the city. 

Bucklersbury House will take at 
least six years to complete at a cost of 
at least £8,000,000. 

Critics of the plan have said that the 
city will be dominated by the new 
block instead of by St. Paul’s. 

After questions in the Commons in 
June, Mr. Macmillan said that it was 
not his duty to stop people doing things 
but he agreed that he could use his 
influence.

Mr. Marples’ Speech 


To the Editor of A. & BN. 

Sir,—On August 6 you commented 
on part of the speech made by Mr. 
Ernest Marples, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, but you omitted to 
publish the speech in full. It is there- 
fore difficult for your readers to judge 
whether or not your criticism was fair. 

In some respects I consider it was 
unfair. For example, you quote Mr. 
Marples as saying that “architects 
must have more ventures with builders 
and that old outmoded professional 
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conventions must be abandoned. They 
must indeed, but what precisely has 
Mr. Marples in mind?” You omitted 
to inform your readers of the last part 
of the last sentence which was “ design 
and construction must be married.” 
That is what Mr. Marples had in mind, 
and it is in line with the U.N.O. Re- 
port on the “ Cost of House Construc- 
tion.” This Report says “that a 
change in contractual procedure is one 
way whereby the cost of building may 
be reduced.” 

Whatever the merits of Mr. Marples’ 
speech, it would, I think, have been 
fairer and clearer if you had published 
it in full rather than commented on 
only part of it.

[The following note was issued by the 
Conservative and Unionist Central Office 
on July 25: Extract from a speech by Mr. 
A. E. Marples, M.P. (Wallasey, Cheshire), 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, at 
Anthill, Bedfordshire, on Saturday, July 
25, 1953: — 

Generally, architects have failed to 
grasp what few opportunities they have 
had since the war. Ai:sthetically they have 
not been bold or convincing, and finan- 
cially their creations have been too costly. 
Freedom in building is now likely to 
broaden. Architects should reorient their 
outlook and design for a country which is 
no longer rich. We need buildings which 
can be built quickly and cheaply, which can 
be maintained at low cost and which have 
clean, simple and attractive lines. It is a 
great challenge to the architects who must 
widen their outlook and have more joint 
ventures with the builders. Old out- 
moded professional conventions must be 
abandoned and design and construction 
must be “ married.’’|

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SIR BANISTER FLETCHER 


HE death occurred at his home in 

Whitehall Court, Westminster, 

on August 17 of Sir Banister (Flight) 

Fletcher, Kt., D.Lit.(Lond.), F.S.A., 

P.P.R.1.B.A., F.S.I., M.Arch. (Ireland). 
He was 87. 

Sir Banister Fletcher was born in 
London 1866. The son of the late Pro- 
fessor Banister Fletcher, F.R.I.B.A., to 
whom he was articled in 1884. 

From 1886-1892 he supplemented his 
experience in his father’s office by 
studying at the Royal Academy 
Schools, the Architectural Association 
and attended the Antique and Life 
Schools at King’s College, London. 
He also passed through the practical 
carpentry and wood-carving work- 
shops. ‘To gain a knowledge of French 
architectural practice he attended the 
studies of M. Fasnacht of the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts. He was a brilliant stu- 
dent and winner of the following 
prizes: 1888, the A.A. Medal for 
Design; 1889, Arthur Cates Medal and 
Travelling Bursary; 1893, the Godwin 
Bursary and ‘Travelling Scholarship; 
1895, the Tite Prize; and in 1896, the 
R.I.B.A. Essay Medal. 

He worked in the offices of Sir 
Robert Edis and William Henman, and 
added further to his training by a 
period in the Metropolitan Board of 
Works and by acting for six months as 
clerk of works on a large building con- 
tract. He became an Associate of the 
R.I.B.A. in 1889 and a Fellow in 1904. 
He was Vice-President 1925-27 and 
President in 1929-31. During his term 
of office as P.R.I.B.A. the Architects’ 
Registration Bill was passed and he 
nominated the assessors for the Com- 
petition for the design of the R.I.B.A. 
Other important matters settled while 
he was President included the agree- 
ment in the Form of Building Con- 
tract with the N.F.B.T.E., and the 
revision of the Scale of Professional 
Charges. 

Sir Banister was appointed chairman 
of the Greater London Regional Plan- 
ning Committee in 1927 and _ later 
served as a member of the committee 
set up to formulate the R.I.B.A. policy 
on post-war reconstruction and plan- 
ning. He was a Past Vice-President of 
the Architectural Association and an 
Honorary Member of the American 
Institute of Architects. He received 
many foreign honours. 

In addition to his remarkable archi- 
tectural career, Sir Banister, he was 
knighted in 1919 when Senior Sheriff, 
was a notable figure in the life of the 
City of London, where he had been 
chairman of the City of London 
Schools Committee; of the City Cor- 
poration Library Committee, Master of 
the Worshipful Company of Car- 
penters; and one of H.M. Licutenants 
of the City of London. He was a 


Barrister-at-Law and a Fellow of the 
Chartered Surveyors Institution and 
lecturer at London University. As a 
practising architect he designed a large 
number of buildings, among them St. 
Aidan’s Church, Stratford; St. George’s 
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The late Sir Banister Fletcher at the 
time of his presidency of the R.1.B,A. 


Hall and Schools, Old Kent Road; 
King’s College, Wimbledon; The Roan 
School, Greenwich; additions to 
Morden College, Blackheath. He also 
designed several banks and a large 
number of private houses. Two 
examples of his work that are familiar 
to Londoners are the Gillette Factory, 
Great West Road, 1937, and the pre- 
mises for Messrs. Goslett and Co. in 
Charing Cross Road. He was an in- 
defatigable draughtsman and the high 
quality of his sketches can be seen in 
the volume on his life and work by 
Mr. W. Hanneford-Smith, an exhaus- 
tive and handsome memorial. 

The work which made his name 
famous was, of course, his History of 
Architecture on the Comparative 
Method, which was first published in 
1896 in 300 pages with 100 illustrations, 
and which grew into the vast volume 
of 1,000 pages and 4,000 illustrations of 
the 22nd printing in 1930. It was 
translated into several languages and 
probably no architectural bookshelf in 
this country is without it. 


Mr. Hanneford-Smith in his book 
quotes Sir Banister as saying, “ My 
descriptions and criticisms of the 
buildings are mainly from personal 
observations of the world’s greatest 
monuments from ancient Troy to 
modern Chicago. . . . In studying the 
architecture of England I have sketched 
throughout the country all types of 
buildings—cathedrals, castles, churches, 
country mansions, manor houses—with 
which our land is so richly endowed. 
In America I have made the acquain- 
tance of the latest type of public build- 
ings, of the steel-framed office block 
known as the ‘skyscraper’ and of the 
clever domestic architecture... .” As 
a result he leaves a monument to his 
industry and enthusiasm. He took up 
nearly five inches of Who’s Who—and 
no other architect will do this for some 
time. 


H. M. FLETCHER—1870-1953 


HOSE who knew Henry Martineau 
Fletcher, even slightly, will feel 
that an old friend and an epoch has 
passed away with him. To say he was 
of the old school is not to speak with 
disrespect of either Fletcher or the old- 
school tradition, because of the 
Edwardian and neo-Georgian periods 
he was one of the most respected and 
loved of architectural practitioners. 
Modest, unself-seeking, schoiarly and 
an excellent speaker, he served archi- 
tecture, architectural education and the 
R.I.B.A. with all he knew and felt. 
During the last war, he lived, semi- 
retired, in London, through the air- 
raids, an area warden of over 70 years, 
endearing himself to many in _ the 
district of Campden Hill by his sym- 
pathetic and brave self-sacrificing sense 
of duty. Since those days he lived a 
more retired life, though still active in 
the cause of higher education and the 
welfare of architecture in the future; it 
was only two years ago that he resigned 
from the Faculty of Architecture of 
the British School at Rome, which he 
served, in addition to his other offices 
and duties, since 1928. He was 83 
when he died on the 7th of August. 
Fletcher’s work, though not very 
extensive or well known, was impor- 
tant in its time and spread from 
London and Cambridge to Brazil over 
the 52 years of his independent prac- 
tice. He was President of the A.A. 
immediately after the 1914-18 war, 
during a difficult period of expansion 
to which he was well attuned. He was 
Master of the Art Workers’ Guild in 
1930, a Vice-president of the R.I.B.A. 
from 1929 to 1931 and its Honorary 
Secretary from 1934 to 1939 and 
Chairman of the Board of Architec- 
tural Education from 1927 to 1930.

Marine & Welding 
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Site Problems 

The site occupies a steep slope with a southern aspect 
falling to Julian Road where a road-widening scheme had 
to be taken into consideration. Harley Street runs steeply 
from north to south on the east side and Northampton 
Street, with a lesser gradient, on the west, with a short 
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return cul-de-sac, Arundel Place leading off at the north- 
east corner. 

All the buildings which formerly occupied the site had 
been destroyed by enemy action. Approximately 20 houses, 
some with shops, and a corner Chapel previously existed. 

The old basements had been roughly filled in and there 
were a number of wells which provided the original source 
of water supply when the site was developed in the 18th 
century. 

Planning Consideration 


Economy required the types of dwelling to be kept to 
a minimum; and the aim was to make the best use of 
the levels to produce an economic scheme, and one that 
would be in harmony with the surrounding buildings. 

Including the laundry block, which followed later, the 
scheme is divided into six sections and comprises 43 dwell- 
ings, including the caretaker’s flat, of which 21 are 2-storey 
maisonnettes, four being the 3-bedroom type, which are 
situated over the main entrances facing Julian Road, and 
22 single-bedroom flats. 

Balconies have been provided as, apart from amenity 
value, they constitute a place of refuge in case of fire, 
and due to this secondary staircases were not required. 

The decision of the Housing Committee to call the whole 
scheme Phoenix House raised problems of numbering the 
various dwellings and of directing visitors, etc. Hence the 
outside notices and internal sign posting. 

All sitting rooms and the large majority of bedrooms 
face south and/or west. The kitchens, bathrooms and 
staircases facing north or east. 

The arrangement of communal internal staircases which

has been used for the east and west blocks was rejected 
in favour of balcony access on the Julian Road frontage, 
which is composed of 2-storey maisonnettes, with the excep- 
tion of corner flats, as this arrangement allowed the 
maximum use of the south aspect for living rooms and 
bedrooms. 

Dwellings entered from the internal staircase, owing to 
the difference in levels, have doors at alternate half landings, 
which give added privacy. 
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Construction 

The external and party walls generally are of 14in work 
of solid traditional construction. The great majority of the 
work is built with concrete blocks with stone facing. The 
flues and certain load-bearing 44in walls only are in brick- 
work. 

The internal staircases are lined with rustic flettons to 
avoid continual redecoration. 

It was decided to relieve what would probably have been | 
rather a monotonous elevation of plain ashlar Bath stone 
facing (of financial necessity unrelieved by any enrich- 
ments) by introducing traditional rubble walling, a contrast 
in texture which was actually cheaper in 14in work than 
the ashlar facing with Yin concrete block backing. 

All the rubble was delivered rough and uncut from the 
quarries at Tetbury and dressed on the site; an added 
advantage was that this gave work to masons in wet 
weather. 

With the exception of the window cills, the copings, 
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View inside courtyard showing caretaker’s flat over laundry, with screen wall to drying area beyond. 
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strings, balconies (which are in precast units) are all in 
reconstructed stone. 

Floors between dwellings are in precast, prestressed con- 
crete units, of tee section, covered with a concrete screed 
and Accotile finish on top. Under the concrete units is 
a layer of glass silk and plasterboard. The ceilings are not 
plastered but have a plastic-paint finish which showed a 
considerable economy over the more traditional method. 
In the maisonnettes, the upper floors are in traditional 
timber-joist construction. The roofs to the 4-storey blocks 
are in timber with 2in wood-wool slabs, screed, with 
asphalt finish. 

Internal ducts are provided for all main-water supplies, 
soil and rain-water disposal so that no pipes show ex- 
ternally. A small door at the top of the south-west stair- 
case gives access to the roof for maintenance purposes. 

Heating and hot water are provided in the flats by means 
of Eagle Sutton No. 2 all-night-burning fires, with gas 
ignition and a back boiler. 

This is fed from a Fortic tank in a cupboard adjoining 
and surplus heat is used for a radiator in the kitchen, which 
is planned to give sufficient space for eating in. In the 
case of the maisonnettes a similar system is used, but with 
a Chevin mark 2 convector fire which provides hot-air 
convection to the bedrooms over. 

Stores are provided for tenants’ bicycles, etc., but there 
is not sufficient space available for individual storage for 
each tenant. Refuse disposal is by means of a dustbin for 
each tenant in a separate compartment at lower level. As 
the Committee feel that many of these flats would be 
occupied by people who might be working during the day, 
it was decided to provide each flat with a delivery cupboard 
in which such items as milk, bread, etc., could be left by 
the tradesmen. 


Scheme of Decorations 


Externally, bright colours have been chosen for doors, 
etc., so as to avoid the appearance of drabness. Off the 
internal staircase the flat doors are coloured blue, maison- 
nettes yellow. Off the external stairs the doors to the 
maisonnettes are painted red. 


Site Layout 


Steps and terraces and individual yard space have either 
been finished off with concrete or concrete paving slabs. 
The lawns have been raised in an endeavour to prevent 
cross traffic by those given to taking short cuts. Only one 
access for vehicles is available to the site, which is from 
Arundel! Place, with a turning circle. 

After the contract had been started it was decided to 
proceed with the laundry, which is a self-contained block, 
with caretaker’s premises over, on the north-west corner 
of the site. Behind this is a drying yard which can be 
used by the tenants who do not wish to use the gas drying 
cubicles. This yard is provided with clothes lines and 
with a screen wall ventilated by a pattern of square holes.

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Notes on Site Organization and Construction 


At the time of commencement of the contract it was 
agreed with the Architect, Mr. Hugh D. Roberts, F.R.I.B.A., 
A.A.Dipl. (Hons), and the City of Bath Corporation that 
one-third of the 42 dwellings should be handed over in 18 
months and the contract completed, including all ground 
works, in 24 months. The original contract was for 42 flats 
and maisonnettes, but towards the end of the contract an 
additional flat for a caretaker was added and also a mechani- 
cal laundry and drying area. The first five dwellings were, 
in fact, handed over after 13 months, and the remainder of 
the dwellings handed over in sections as soon as they were 
completed, and the entire contract, including the extra work, 
was handed over in 19 months, which was five months ahead 
of the original agreed date. This was due to the drive and 
energy shown by the General Foreman, Mr. W. H. S. Too- 
good, and his Charge Hands, and it is worth mentioning 
that the average age of the men on the site was 33 years. 


Before a single stone was turned on the site, all profiles 
were set up in such places and with such permanency that 
they would last throughout the contract period. The site 
consisted of an area where buildings had been demolished 
during the war; it was honeycombed with basements and 
consisted entirely of rubble. This rubble was taken out in 
varying depths to as much as 12 feet. The bulk excavation 
was carried out mechanically and ramped well back to avoid 
timbering, which might hamper the men constructing the 
basement walls. It was a difficult, steeply sloping site. The 
construction of the dwellings was divided into six phases, 
and all operations were carefully planned following closely 
on one another in order to provide and maintain an eco- 
nomical sequence of work. Whilst working at and below 
ground level, concrete was mixed at a central point and 
distributed by dumper and placed by means of chutes. The 
unloading of concrete blocks was speeded up by roller con- 
veyers. 

The main walls were load bearing and the flats were of 
traditional construction faced entirely in two types of stone, 
the ashlar work being in Bath Stone and the squared and 
coursed rubble in Cotswold Stone. All Cotswold Stone was 
delivered direct from the quarry, and banker sheds were 
erected at various key points on the site where the stone was 
roughly squared at ends and beds, and the chipped face, 
was carried out as specified. This provided wet weather 
work for all masons, and it is interesting to note that one 
mason was employed in this capacity throughout the 18 
months of the 19 months of the contract. During rainy 
periods all masons were employed on this work. Similarly, 
all Bath stone quoins were dressed by the masons in banker 
sheds on the site and an evenly balanced gang of banker 
masons was maintained to supply the fixers throughout. 
No mason’s time was lost by wet weather. 

Concrete blocks were used throughout, with the excep- 
tion of bricks for chimney breasts, and these blocks were 
easier to handle than bricks on the roller conveyers. The 
floors were constructed with precast reinforced concrete 
units weighing an average of 7 cwts each. These were taken 
up on hoists and moved across the floors and roofs with 
roller conveyers. The floor units were then erected and 
provided a staging for the erection of the next floor. 

There was no delay in the erection or movement of 
scaffolding. The firm used its own scaffold and 
scaffolders, who were also employed as labourers in con- 
creting and other work. 

Good use was made of a liberal supply of tarpaulins as 
cover for men during wet weather. The job was well sup- 
plied with small mechanical plant and tools. All orders for 
materials were planned at a very early stage and, generally 
speaking, there were few hold-ups in delivery. A central 
storage dump was formed for the storage of all sanitary 
goods, etc., which helped the work to proceed as phased. 

Apart from the site meetings with the Architect, the 
General Foreman held a monthly meeting with his Charge 
Hands to explain the state at which the contract should be 
by the end of the following. month. The targets thus set 
were achieved. At these meetings suggestions from Charge 
Hands for increased speed and improved methods were fully 
discussed and proved to be a great help to the job as a whole. 
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The Site 


The site is 1.74 acres, including half the width of the Two Bedroom Flats—667 and 654 sq ft 33 
road. The scheme is for 48 flats divided as follows: Three Bedroom Flats—790 sq ft 12

Siting of Buildings 

The siting of buildings is 
a reasonable compromise 
between aspect, prospect and 
economy of services. 

The services (i.e., drain- 
age, surface water, electricity, 
gas and water mains) are on 
the shortest perimeter of the 
building, as are also the road 
approach and the refuse 
chambers. The living 
rooms and majority of bed- 
rooms face outwards to East, 
South and West, receiving a 
fair share of sun and view, 
and are protected from the 
noise of road and services. 


Height of Buildings 
unusual restriction 
applied to the site because of 
its being within an area at 
the centre of which is located 
an A.A. gun site. The War 
Office enforced a restriction 
in height which resulted in a 
maximum of four floors,

Planning 

The flats have been 
planned with consideration 
of the most fruitful economy, 
i.e., simplification of vertical 
services. All drainage, 
plumbing, water, gas and 
electrical mains services are 
restricted to minimum verti- 
cal runs. The kitchen and 
bathroom assemblies are, in 
respect of services and drain- 
age, standard throughout. 
No pipes of any description 
(except rainwater from low 
roofs) appear on the exterior 
of the building. 

Besides normal equipment, 
each flat has a drying cup- 
board for the washing, 3ft x 
3ft, heated from the hot 
water service and ventilated 
direct to the open air by a 
vertical flue. A heated towel 
rail is also provided in the 
bathrooms. 
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Heating and Hot Water 

These services are pro- 
vided from a central boiler 
house. The heating is ex- 
tended to all entrance stair- 
cases and pram stores. 

Calculated temperatures 
are : 

Living Rooms 60° F. 

Kitchens 55° F. 

Bedrooms . 50° F. 

Staircases . 50° F. 

Hot water is delivered at 
the tap at 140° F. 
Refuse Disposal 

This is provided by the 
orthodox refuse chute with 
special chambers and bins et 
ground level. 
Construction 

The building is of the 
simplest form of solid coa- 
struction with a spine wall. 
The floors are of precast con- 
crete “Bison” beams. The 
only unusual feature is the 
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electrical installation. This is of Pyrotenax copper covered 
cable. It is laid directly over the structural floor slab and 
is covered by the floor-finishing material of 14in thickness. 
All screeding to floors was thus saved. 
Layout 

The layout is very simple in character and provides for 
a minimum maintenance, and is enclosed by one or two fine 
trees which already existed. 


Appearance 
The appearance is, perhaps, by some standards, severe 
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and devoid of elaboration. A simple pattern of square- 
shaped windows broken down by an overlaid pattern of 
projecting bricks of dark colour. The walls are faced 
with a multi-stock from Tonbridge and the windows are 
decorated in white. 

The simplicity of the elevations, broken only on the 
East, South and West sides by private balconies to the 
three-bedroom flats, was accepted as policy to enable a 
reasonable expenditure upon the equipment of the 
interiors, with such additional conveniences as the drying 
cupboard, linen cupboard, and adequate tiling in the 
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kitchen as well as the additional capital cost of central 
heating and hot-water services (approx. £30 per flat). 

The original scheme was considered and approved by 
the Council and Ministry as a subsidized rent scheme, but 
subsequently this was changed and the rents are now 
charged at an economic rate, and the tenants are of the 
higher-income group. 


Inclusive Cost 
The original tender, inclusive of heating and hot water, 
all services, drainage, roads, boundary walls, garages, lay- 


out including turfing and planting, was £85,506, an aver- 
age of £1,781 per flat. 


The final cost-of this scheme will not exceed the con- 
tract figure excluding rise in cost of materials and labour.

CHAM 9— Report 


CIAM 9 was held this year at Aix-en-Provence from 
July 19 to 26 under the auspices of the French group 
ASCORAL, and could be said to have been one of the live- 
liest—certainly the best attended—congresses yet. The 
subject. selected for discussion was “ L’Habitat” (inter- 
preted in English as “the dwelling and its immediate 
environment’’), and the object was eventually to evolve the 
framework for a charter, “Le Charte de l’Habitat,” com- 
parable in importance to the pre-war “ Charte d’Athénes.” 
Procedure 

For those who do not know much about CIAM it must 
be explained that it is a biennial working congress that was 
founded in 1928. It has six permanent “ commissions ” 
or study groups: — 

o. 1, town and country planning; 
2, ewsthetics; 

3, education; 

No. 4, building technique; 

5, legal aspects; 

. 6, social aspects; 
and at the beginning of each congress, members sign up for

the “commission ” of their preference. (The MARS group 
members present at Aix—about a dozen and a half—were 
distributed equally among these). ~The various “ commis- 
sions” then proceed to examine the main theme of the 
Congress from the particular point of view of their own 
“commission”; and by the end of three or four days pro- 
duce a report and summary of their deliberations and con- 
clusions. A tremendous amount of discussion and clear 
thinking and hard work is involved; and the Secretariat is 
jammed from early morning till long after dark with people 
waiting to have their material typed or duplicated. 

A second typical feature of CIAM is the “grille” or 
grid. At Bergamo in 1949, Le Corbusier devised a visual 
method of presenting architectural matters by illustrations 
arranged in a standard way, making exhibition material 
easily readable and overcoming the language difficulty. 
This year, when the Council met at Easter, a rather looser 
form of grid was prescribed, which all countries sending in 
exhibition material were asked to adopt. The number of 
grids eventually submitted was in excess of that at any 
previous congress—in fact, 40 very interesting contribu-

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As the deliberations of the “commissions” (all except 
No. 3) were based upon the grid material, a large part of 
the time had to be spent going round, singly or in groups, 
studying the schemes. (Imagine the bottle-necks in the 
restricted exhibition space.) 

There were only three general assemblies this year—one 
to open the Congress formally on the morning of July 20, 
one to receive the draft reports of the “ commissions” on 
the morning of July 24, and one to declare the Congress 
formally closed on the evening of July 24. (In a way, this 
was a pity, for it meant that nobody had opportunity to 
consider more than one, his own “ commission’s”’ aspect 
of the main theme.) This final meeting was followed by 
an informal one on education, for the benefit of the many 
young participants, at which heated views were expressed 
and people were kept from their beds until far into the 
night. 


Members 


The enthusiasm and vitality, and the high standard of 
thought at CIAM congresses are extremely stimulating 
always. This year, though the “big shots” of modern 
architecture were, of course, there, the guiding lights as 
well as the more numerous lesser lights, there was a far 
larger number of students than ever before, by design of 
the previous congress (Hoddesdon 1951), since it is to them 
that will fall the task of giving renewed life to CIAM when 
its founder and early members cease to “carry” it. “Les 
jeunes” they were called, and they were accorded the 
respect and consideration of everyone. 

There were in all some 300 architect-delegates and par- 
ticipating members present at Aix, representing 31 different 
countries in West Europe, North Africa, and North and 
South America; an impressive assembly. 


Venue 


The vacated Ecole des Arts et Metiers was the Congress 
headquarters and residence—a large, rambling college build- 
ing with several inner courtyards shaded by plane trees. 
It was in one of these courtyards that meetings were held, 
“commissions” and other small groups deliberated, or 
people simply sat chatting. Here and there were displayed 
some grids (one from the Cameroons by four recently 
qualified French architects claimed considerable attention), 
some abstract sculpture, and several large paintings and 
coloured glazed ceramic “ pictures” by Léger, shown to 
advantage in the dappled outdoor light. More paintings 
and a tapestry designed by Le Corbusier hung in a nearby 
archway. 

The cost of food being what it is in France, and the 
foreign currency allowance being what it is in Britain—most 
of the British members took to buying picnic food at lunch- 
time and eating it in the lovely courtyard of the Ecole. 


Free Time 


Free time was usually between lunch and 4 p.m.—just 
time for a swim in “piscine” or nearby lake—or after 
dinner. The Aix music festival was in full swing through- 
out the Congress but, except in the cafés after 10 p.m., 
one seldom came into contact with any reminder of it. A 
few “ClIAMese” managed to secure seats for concert or 
opera in the lovely enclosed court in the Archbishop’s 
palace. 

The most pleasant thing to do was to sit outside a café 
in the Cours Mirabeau late at night sipping long, cool 
drinks and chatting. “Les deux garcons” became the 
accepted meeting place for the “congresistas” and there 
were always a great crowd of them there. 

The Cours Mirabeau is the main avenue in Aix, wide, 
cars parked down the middle, cafés all down one side, and 
the pavements a kaleidoscope of tanned, gaily dressed 
people. Here again, as throughout Provence, the strong 
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Prof. and Mrs Gropius and Mr Pepe Weisberger discuss an 
Italian town plan with an Italian delegate.

sunlight is broken a million times by the vaulting plane 
trees whose leafy boughs meet overhead, resulting in a 
wonderful luminous dancing shade.

Marseilles 

The morning after President Sert had declared CIAM 9 
formally at an end was spent at Marseilles visiting Le Cor- 
busier’s renowned Unité d’Habitation. For many, it was 
not the first visit; but for those of us who had not been 
there before, it was a memorable experience. Here were 
embodied so many of the principles CIAM endeavours to 
foster. Here was the work of the Master. Here was 
Architecture. As has been said elsewhere, “cynics were 
seduced and the spoken and written word rendered empty.” 
Hundreds of photos, thousands of words, yet none even 
begins to give an idea of the building. It has to be experi- 
enced. Perhaps it is not too much to say that for scale 
and grandeur it compares with the Pont du Gard. 


That night a CIAM farewell party was held on the 
fabulous roof-terrace. The moon was full, the sea and 
plains and mountains spread out on all sides. It had been 
the intention of the President and other v.i.p.s to make 
speeches in honour of CIAM’s 25th anniversary. But the 
indescribably lovely scene there on the roef changed their 
minds. Architecture was left to speak for itself. 


Conclusions 


So CIAM 9 came to an end. But the results of its 
deliberations will not be known until they are published 
in book form, edited by José Luis Sert: “Le Charte de 
Habitat.” 


New Car Ferry Terminal for the Dover Harbour Board

Planning and Accommodation 


The shape of the building was determined by the neces- 
sity of forming a barrier between the Reception Car 
Park and the Customs Examination Building, thus facili- 
tating the flow of traffic by separating incoming from out- 
going vehicles and at the same time taking full advantage 
of the magnificent view across the Harbour; protection 
of the main entrance from the South-West wind was also 
an essential requirement. The consideration of these 
points led to the building taking an “ L” shape. 

The accommodation for the General Public and Opera- 
ting Companies is situated on the Ground Floor entered 
from a porch giving alternative access direct to the Opera- 
ting Companies’ Lobby or to the combined Vestibule and 
Hall. 

The Operating Companies’ Lobby is some 110ft in 
length by 20ft in width, the counter which runs the full 
length of the Lobby being divided into sections with 
individual offices behind each section to provide accom- 
modation for the Shipping Operators, the A.A. and 
R.A.C. Banking and P.O. facilities are also provided. 
A low-toned public address system is installed through- 
out the public part of the building keeping passengers in 
touch with the control authorities. 

The Vestibule and Hall, though indicated separately on 
the plan, are in fact one area, the portion marked “ Hall ” 
being carried up the full height of the building and giving 
a floor-to-ceiling height of 30ft, the south side facing 
the sea being in glass to the full height. 

Ladies’ and Gentlemen’s Lavatories on an ample scale 
are entered from the Hall; telephone boxes and a small 
shop are provided. 

A Buffet with counter space and kitchen for the ser-

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vice of light refreshment opens off the Vestibule. A mag- 
nificent view of the sea is obtained from the Buffet win- 
dows but at the same time occupants of the Buffet do 
not lose sight of their cars parked in the car park. 

The Basement contains the Heating Chamber, Fuel 
Oil Tank and Main Switch Room. 

Office accommodation for Government Departments 
and others concerned is situated on the first and second 
floors, the second floor consisting of a few offices only. 


Construction 


The site is a level one, but consists of made up, though 
reasonably well consolidated chalk filling, contained by 
an existing retaining wall of adequate thickness and 
weight on the sea front. 

In view of the made up nature of the ground it was 
considered wise to restrict the foundation bearing to one 
ton per square foot. 

Generally the structure consists of steel framing, the 
stanchions being carried on individual concrete founda- 
tions except for the basement which is rafted and 
asphalted. Cladding to the steelwork is in concrete and 
walling is in cavity brickwork with brick or artificial stone 


facings. Reinforced concrete is used throughout for 
floors and roofs, the latter being insulated and 
asphalted. 


Suspended ceilings are used to conceal the main con- 
structional beams in the more important rooms enabling 
recessed lighting fittings to be used. 

A contract was let for the main work in October, 1951 
and building operations were commenced in that month, 
but owing to difficulties in the supply of steel little or no 
progress was possible from mid-May until mid-July, 1952. 
The building was completed in June, 1953. 

Materials 

Hammill facings pointed in a dark mortar have been 
used in conjunction with Artificial Cornish Granite stone- 
work for the exterior of the building generally. Win-

dows are in galvanized steel with 320z sheet or ;‘;in plate 
glazing. 

Lavatories and kitchen walls are finished in cream 
wall! tiling, the lavatory partitions and floors being in 
cream terrazzo which is also used for the staircases. 

The counter and partitions in the Operating Com- 
panies’ Lobby is in Indian Laurel which has been 
lacquered and wax polished and gives a pleasing effect. 

Joinery in the Buffet counter is in Sycamore and 
Golden Laurel with a finish in light French polish. Sapele 
Mahogany, Iroko and Brazilian Teak have also been 
used. External window boxes are cased in Burma Teak. 

A feature of the Ground Floor generally is the rubber 
flooring carried out in pastel shades of grey with a white 
strip in the Operating Companies’ Lobby and Hall, etc., 
and in russet in the Buffet with introduced “ Motifs.” 
Flooring to the offices is in lmoleum. 

A fibre duct system capable of being tapped at any 
desired point carries electric telephone wires in the floor 
screeds, 


Heating 


Panel heating has been used throughout except for one 
or two pipes crossing the large windows in the Main Hall 
for anti-condensation purposes. 


Decoration 

Exposed exterior concrete is treated with a stone paint 
to tone in with the Artificial Stonework, and with few 
exceptions all paintwork is in broken white. 

Internally, an emulsion paint has been used throughout 
except on metal windows. Generally walls have been 
coloured in pale pink with ceilings of the same colour 
except the lavatories where a Duck Egg blue green has 
been used in conjunction with the cream wall tiling. 
Windows are again kept in broken white. The ceilings of 
the Vestibule and Hall have been treated in Wedgwood 
blue, the ceilings at the lower level being two tones 
deeper than the tone at the upper level.

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A feature of the Hall is the map of Europe which 
covers an area some 20ft square in the Main Hall, show- 
ing the principal Cities and traffic routes.

The circular columns in the Vestibule and Buffet are 
in Devon red and loudspeaker ceiling units have been 
picked out in vermilion.

Care of Builders’ Machines 


No. 33 in the Ministry of Works 
series of Advisory Leaflets, now pub- 
lished by H.M. Stationery Office, price 
3d, draws attention to the need for 
proper maintenance in order to get the 
best out of mechanical plant and keep 
it running smoothly. 

Especially is this necessary for the 
small building contractor who cannot 
carry a large repair organization but 
who nevertheless can, by having a 
regular maintenance scheme, save costly 
delays caused by broken-down plant. 
Breakdowns can be prevented by 
regular inspection and proper mainten- 
ance while the machine is in good run- 
ning order. 

The leaflet gives hints and guidance 
on how such maintenance should be 
organized. It suggests a daily and 
weekly routine for the operator, who 
should be given time to look after his 
machine at the end of the day and, 
if possible, a dry spot somewhere on 


the site for doing so. Hints are given

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S.P.A.B. Course of Lectures 
on the Repair of Ancient 
Buildings 


HE Society for the Protection of 

Ancient Buildings is frequently 
asked whether facilities are available 
for architects responsible for old build- 
ings to obtain knowledge of the 
Society’s principles and methods of 
repair. To meet this demand the 
Society is again arranging a week’s 
Course consisting of lectures, discus- 
sions and visits to cover the many im- 
portant aspects of repair work. 

It is apparent, with so much over- 
due repair waiting to be done to 
churches and old houses, that there will 
be no lack of work of this character for 
many years. It is therefore essential 
that more architects should possess an 
acquaintance not only with the con- 
structional methods of the past, but 
with the principles underlying the sym- 
pathetic and conservative treatment of 
old buildings. 

It is also hoped that it will be found 
possible for Local Authorities and 
others to give facilities to the architect 
members of their staff so that they can 
take advantage of this scheme. It is 
proposed to hold the Course from 
October 5 to 10, 1953. 

The Society invites those who are 
interested to apply for further details 
to the Secretary, the Society for the Pro- 
tection of Ancient Buildings, 55, Great 
Ormond Street, W.C.1. 

The Course will consist of lectures on 
the following subjects: 

The history and principles of the 

Soctety 

Structural failure, diagnosis and 
repair. 

Repair of vaulted structures. 

Surface decay—methods of treatment 
and repair. 

Repair of timber structures 

Treatment of pests and dry rot 

Roof coverings 

Bells and bell hanging. 

The lecturers will all be practising 
Architects with long experience of this 
type of work or specialists in their pal 
ticular sphere. 

Those attending will be provided with a 
précis of each lecture so that a proportion 
of the time can be devoted to the discus 
sion of each subject 

In addition to these lectures the Society 
provides facilities for practical study by 
visiting work in progress so that problems 
discussed in the lectures can be seen at 
first hand. This year it is proposed in 
addition to visiting buildings near London 
to take those attending the Course to 
Dartmouth to see the work now being 
carried out at the Butterwalk. This repair 
work is of particular interest and repre 
sents the satisfactory culmination of the 
Society's efforts, in conjunction with the 
Ministry of Works, in securing the preser 
vation of a group of buildings which i 
one of the finest examples of domestic 
architecture in the area In 1943 the 
Butterwalk suffered seriously from war 
damage and despite first aid work suffered 
considerable deterioration during the 
succeeding years. Continued representa 
uons from the Society, however, resulted 
finally in the Dartmouth Council asking 
the S.P.A.B. to prepare a scheme for the

INDUSTRIAL NOTES 


@ The Board of Trade has recently de- 
cided on various changes in the character 
and composition of the Paint Advisory 
Committee. This Committee was origin- 
ally set up some ten years ago to advise 
the Government on the problems of war- 
tume control of the paint industry. Its 
members were chosen not as representa- 
tuves of sections of the industry but as 
men of standing and experience who 
would best be able to offer independent 
advice. 

Although circumstances have changed 
fundamentally since the Committee was 
set up the Board of Trade, after consul- 
tauon with the Committee, consider that 
a need for it still exists. As long as rela- 
tions between Government and industry 
remain as close as they are today, and so 
long in particular as controls on imports 
remain, the Board of Trade will have to 
have a reasonably accurate and up-to-date 
picture of the paint industry in order to 
fulfil its responsibilities as the production 
department for the industry. But the 
Board of Trade in agreement with the 
Committee think that the time has come 
for certain changes to be made in its com- 
position. The Paint Advisory Committee 
will in future have members representing 
the three trade associations and the export 
group as well as its independent members 
and trade union representation will be 
widened. 

The chairman of the Paint Advisory 
Committee will continue to be a senior 
Board of Trade official. Its terms of 
reference will be “to advise the Board 
of Trade on all matters affecting the paint 
industry.” Its membership will be as 
follows. 

Independent Members: Mr. H. W. Bid- 
good; Mr. J. Clarkson; Mr. C. A. F 
Hastilow, O.B.E.; Mr. R. B. E. Jackson; 
Mr. C. R. Petrie; Mr. E. P. Reynolds 

Members representing trade associa- 
tions: Mr. J. W. Cole (as President of the 
National Paint Federation); Mr, C. A 
Carter (as President of The Society of 
British Paint Manufacturers); Mr. D. E. 
Roe (The Paint Manufacturers and Allied 
Trades Association); Mr. S. W. Greig (as 
Chairman of the Export Group of the 
Paint Industry). 


Members representing the trade unions: 
Mr. A. W. Inman (The National Union of 
General and Municipal Workers); Mr. 
A. H. Roullier (The Transport and Gen- 
eral Workers Union); Mr. T. Clare (The 
Union of Shop, Distributive and Allied 
Workers). 

In addition the committee can, to help 
its discussions of a particular subject, 
co-opt members of the industry with 
special knowledge in this field. The 
Committee has particularly in mind that 
if problems of application and distribution 
were to be discussed it might co-opt Mr. 
V. W. Hosp (The Federation of Painting 
Contractors) and Mr. A. E. L. Robey 
(Building Industry Distributors), who 
were formerly members of the Committee.
